with difficulty we can find words to express the 


surprise and gratification which we experienced 
. during the hour and:a half that the seance lasted, 
or to describe the wonderful manifestations of 
artistic excellence and spirit power displayed in 
‘the execution of the vocal ied instrumental mu- 
sic which constituted the main feature of this re- 
markable entertainment. There were present 
about a dozen persons, who seemed to be in sym- 
athy with the spirit performers. The circle was 
held in the seance room at 713 Sansom street, 
which was too small to do justice to the vast vol- 
ume of harmonious sounds that would have re- 
quired a vast amphitheatre to have given them 
adequate scope for their fullest effect. But not- 
withstanding this’ disadvantage, this grand and 
unprecedented music fell upon the astounded ear 
with entrancing power, holding all present spell- 
bound by its souk thrillin beauty and perfection. 
‘The seance opened with singing by the circle, 
which was succeeded by numerous spirit voices, 


to the untutored ear, a 


which conversed with the friends present, while 
Mr. Shepard continued to play upon the piano 
preparatory to his entrancement, These voices 
were heard speaking in all parts of the room. 


“At length, having gained sufficient power, the | 


musical part of the entertainment began by a 
small harp being played with wonderful skill. 
Soon this harp was borne, with the greatest ra- 
pidity, around the room, through the air high 
above the heads of those in the cirele, all the time 
being played upon with marvellous accuracy and 
sweetness. This harp performance was a treat in 
itself not soon to be forgotten, and was kept up 
for a considerable time. At length, the voice of 
the spirit master of ceremonies announced the 
great, musical genius, Rossini, and the grand work 
of the seance began.

Where the mind of 
the medium is operative in producing any act or 
utterance whateyer, there the personal, moral 
and legal responsibility rightfully attaches, and

We answer 
for the very simple reason that Mr. Tuttle knew 
very well, that he had not made a fair and proper 
classification of the friends of Spiritualism. As 
the matter stands, we chose to regard him as be-

“There are many stages leading to this pro- 
found and unconscious state, It may be produced 
by the mesmeric influence of an operator dn a. 
sensitive subject. This form is s0 common as to 
have been witnessed by almost every one. The 
magnetizer wills his subject to.perform certain 
acts.or to think certain thoughts, and the subject. 
responds, This subtle influence may be so strong, 


that the subject's will is completely overborne, 
or submerged in that of the: operator. ‘We may 
say that this has never occurred, but if. we take 


the accepted data of the essential conditions of 


‘auch control and spiritual ‘sensitiveness, we must 


admit the possibility of absolute. control. The 
perfection of the phenomenon of mind controll- 
ing mind, depends on such passivity. If it were 
esirable for the operator to express, his thoughts 
through the subject, it. would Be essential to his. 


‘success that the sensitive be absolutely under his 


control ; but if thus under-control, the sensitive 
would no more be responsible for the thoughts 
uttered, than the pen is responsible for the words 


written by it, or the wire for. the messages it 


transmita,’ a: ie ait A me 
` We have made this long quotation to show how 
persistently Mr. Tuttle keeps as far away as possi- 
ble from the subject which he claims to treat of. 
This is made evident by his admission, that no 
control of a sensitive by a mesmerizer or psychol- 
ogizer has “ever occured” guch as takes place 
when a spirit controls a completely entranced me- 
dium. In view of this fact, is it not strange that 
Mr. Tuttle should labor at such length to show 
that there is an analogy between the mesmeric 
and psychological states, and that of the complete 
éntrancsmentofa mediumisticorganism.The latter 
is a state which has nothing to do with the exer- 
cise of mind over mind, which is really the case 
in the mesmeric and psychologized states of the 
mind of the subject. In the case of complete en- 
trancement of a medium, the spirit of the medium 
does not immediately occupy the form, the latter 


being like a .vacated house.which-any one may- 


enter and use -who-approaches-the-open- door. i 


When this state is reached, any experienced mes- 


merist or psychologist, such as Dr. Buchanan, 


Leroy.-Sunderland;Prof Garpenter, or Prof. Cad- 
well, will tell you their influence over or control 
of the minds of their subjects ends, Hundreds of 
mediums have been thus developed by them, and 
have become the most useful mediums the world 
-has seen, ‘Therefore when Mr. Tuttle says: “The 
controlling spirit and the medium occupy pre- 
cisely similar relations” to the mesmerist, or 
psychologist, and his subject, he says that which 
the best known facts refute, The difference is 
just here : in the one case the mesmerist, or psy- 
chologist, operates upon a haman organism while 
that organism is still occupied by the spirit to 
which it belongs; and in the other, the disem- 
bodied spirit enters and uses a human form in 
temporary absence of its natural spirit occupant, 
We are supprised that Mr. Tuttle should not have 
long: since learned this undoubted fact. “Mind 
acting on mind is one thing; but mind acting 
upon an unconscious or unoccupied human organ- 
ism is quite another. This distinction cannot be 
lost sight of, properly, in considering the subject 
of meédiumistic entrancement, That spirits can 
and do exert psychologicai influences upon the 
minds of mediums, and prompt them to act in the 
direction of their spirit wills and desires, is a fact. 
which ig too little understood. Indeed, itis. ques- 


-tion how far any of us are exeinpt from the oper- 


ation of such influences; but this is something 
very different from the involuntary entrancement 
to which natural mediumistic sensitives are liable, 
Such influences are ever exerted upon the con- 
scious mind, subject to the still stronger will and 
reasoning judgment of that conscious mind. To 
yield to such influences consciously and volunta- 
rily, if adverse to the promptings of conscience, 
fixes the moral and personal responsibility of 
those who so yield to what common sense says is 
wrong. This rule applies to all persons, in pro- 
portion as they have the power to retain: control 
of their physical organisms, in accord with the 
dictates of mind and conscience, But in the case 
of perfect entrancement, a very common, if ‘not 
the most common phase of developed: mediumship, 
it would be absurd, as Mr. Tuttle admits, to assert 
that there canbe any moral or. personal: responsi- 
bility, on the part of the unconscious organism, 
for the acts or utterances of spirits, while in con- 


trol, under those circumstances, —-

Our readers will remember that a month or two 
since we published an appeal made by Mr. and 
Mrs, T. D. Giddings, of Orange City, Florida, on 
behalf of George P, Colby, who was assaulted. by 
one Dr, Mullen, of Michigan City, Indiana, Sup- 
posing that Mr. Colby had been most unjustly 
treated by Dr. Mullen, we not only published the 


appeal on Mr. Colby’s behalf, but seconded the. 


appeal ag an act of justice, as we supposed, to a 
groundlessly assailed medium. The publication 
of that. appeal, in the R.P. Journal, called forth

- Camp.and Organization., . 

If the past thirty-six years has done nothin 
more for the student of pripali, it has prove 
that but very little of all that. mankind have re- 
ceived as truth, is ought else than falsehood, and 
will not stand the test of every day facts and un- 
biased reason. Bo, baving spent’a life time of 
delving, as age comes om us, we begin to realize 
that about all there is of this life is to unlearn the 
errors which the undevelopment of the: past has 
forced upon us, and to find our way out from this 
entangling network of that which is false. 

In connection with the above, we find that new 
truth is measured by. our old opinions: and as 
we have errors long cherished, it is natural for'us 
to attempt to fill their places with an expression 
of the new which will keep up the habit of the 
old. 8o that in the propagandism of Spiritualism, 
we find as bungling work as in any department 
of human activity, It has its laws and conditions 
as fixed as isall else in nature. Instead of under- 
standing these, and then squaring our actions to 
them, in an unphilosophic way, most of the would 
be leaders. reverse the process, and endeavor to 
force Spiritualism into their groove or hobby, 
which latter is under the dictum of the Grundy 
God, and is simply a rehash of old ideas in the 
name of the new, 

Thus we find that the highest ideas of mankind 
as incorporated into’ institutions, theological, fi- 
nancial.and social, are wrong, either wholly or in 
part, and their methods fail when applied to our 
new truth. < 

Among the ideas of the uld, filling a congpicu- 
ous: place with us, is that of the camp meeting: 
and it is in our way to consider the principle on 
which it is based, and’ compare. them with those 
which underlie Spiritualism, as given us by the 
master minds: gone-before; and which are undis- 
putedly accepted byall. = oe ar 

The crowds who come into- nature’s temples in 
the pursnit-of truth and ‘spiritual enlightenment, 
are led by an impulse which isin accord with: her. 
laws; and, to make this idea, which we have bor- 
rowed from our Methodist. neighbors a practical 
matter, so a8 to ensure other than financial suc: 
cess, and to make us grow, not 80 much in num- 
bers as in spiritual vigor and strength, is the work 
before us, l 

The spiritual law would give supply to. legiti- 
mate demand, The camp meeting, as it is now in 
the hands of the religionista, is one of their many 
methods of forcing a demand by advancing the 
supply. When first inangurated, it was different. 
Then, as with us now, scarcity of halls and places 
for gatherings, and a weakness of forces requiring 
the concentration ofall, scattered over a wide ter- 
ritory, made the outdoor convocation almost, a 
necessity.

in reality, he was to Apollonius of Tyana what Bt.

tial men: like himself and the emperor Gordian, 
although adhering to that same school of philoso- 
phy, were compelled to conceal that fact, It thus 
becomes. very evident. that what was called the 
heretical offshoots of Christianity, Essenianism, 
Gnosticism and Neo-Platonism were well estab- 
lished and’ flourishing sects in Egypt and Asia for 
a hundred years at least, before anything bearing 
the appearance of orthodox Christianity bad an 
existence at Rome or elsewhere, 

The spirit tells us that all the fanatical religions 
were taught and tolerated at Rome by the people, 
but they were prohibited from inflicting self-tor- 
ture.
